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THEY WILL CALL, 

Tho tolograin in unothor column from 
Mr. Van Homo announcing that the China 
steamenwillcallatthis porton theirinward 
and outward trips will be read with groat 
plonsuro by our citizens. We could not 
boliove until it was donu that Victoria 
would be given the go-by, and it wua ijuito 
natural that tho disa|)i)<jintineut of our 
people should Hud voi'.t in expressive 
woitis and actions. It looked very like 
impertinence to pass by the commercial 
centre of the province as if it had not even 
an existence, and our reuioiistranees wore 
in keepin;.; with the sHglil tn wliieh wo 
were unnecess^iriiy .sul)jeetod. Kvidontly 
a more reasonable spirit li;is come over 
tho dreams of those wliom we justly held 
responsible for the outrage, and tlioy have 
hastened to remedy their error. Our 
Vancouver brethren who have been shout- 
ing themselves hoarse over Viotorii^'s dia- 
couiliture, a un/st uiuieighborly hurrah by 
the way, will find cold conifurt in the 
telegram l-o the chainiiau ef the licanl of 
Trade to whieh we liave directed atten- 
tion. To speak vulgarly, thoy wore just 
a little "too previous," and have only, for 
thoir pains, given further evidence of that 
selfishness whieh they have always attri- 
buted to us. They should have ro- 
niondjered the proverb: "Don't crow till 
you're out of the voods." Tho steamers 
will call at Victoria lirst and Viincouver is 
welcome to thent, as usual, second-hand. 
It is satisfactory to find, however, as we 
do by their actions, that tho Canadian 
Paoilio railway is still willing to mete out 
some small measure of justice to Victoria. 

THE JUBILEE. 

In a few days more will be celebrat- 
ed the Jubilee of our gracious Queen. 
Tho event promises to be one of unusual 
niagnificeneo and will be participated in 
not only l)y our own citizens but l)y a 
large immber of the people of tho Main- 
land and liy a delegation of our American 
cousins jiloug the Wound. Tiiey will all 
be weleouieaud every degree of .•itteiitiun 
possible given them. Wo ean assure 
them that they will nut regret tho visit 
since the celebnttion promisos to be the 
finest ever held on tho north Pacific 
const. For weeks tlio eonmiitteo, a large, 
representative, and iutiuential one have 
been hard at work and their arrange- 
ments are aluiost perfected. Every liour 
of the day will have its pleasures and our 
Mainland friends whose opportunities for 
enjoying a good opera are limited, will bo 
pleased to hoar that a first class company, 
indeed, Victoria's favorili^, will (day 
throughout the week. The jii-esenee of 
four ships of IL. M. tlect, including the 
flag ship, will enhance the day's pleasure, 
since otlicors and men always throw them- 
selves into tlie spurts with the greatest 
zest. An opportunity will then be afford- 
ed tlie many who liave never had an op- 
portui\it.y of secMug the inside of a man- 
of-war to do so, .-likI this alone would be 
worth coming a long way to see. Arrange- 
ments have, we understand, been mode 
for excursions in all directions and we 
trust that tlu^se will tje fully taken adran- 
tago of. Our own people ought, with 
very little iiieouveiiieuee or expense, to as- 
sist in making the eity attractive. Bunt- 
ing should be thrown to the breeze as 
largely as possible, and there is no reason 
why residences, stores and public build- 
ings should not be ilhiminatod at night. 
Fireworks should he displayed fmm those 
and life in this way given to the scene. 
No ctl'ort, should (>t< S|iaroil to lend all the 
eclat possible to so I'einarkabio an occur- 
rence as the Queen's liftioth accession to 
tho throne. This La the real duty and plea- 
sure, but at the same time it shoula be 
borne in mind that those who visit us 
ought iiiit to be allowed, tlirough any 
faidt of ours, to carry away any but tho 
most delightful memories of the Queen's 
Jubilee. 

I.NDIA.N RESERViiiS. 

Tho opiiuing u|i of tho province to settle- 
ment through construction tlioof railways 
is daily increa.sing the importance <if thu 
question of the disposal of Indian reserves. 
It is a well known fact that in almo.st 
every district of British Colnmlii.i l-be 
ctuumissioucrs to whom was delegated the 
work of i staliliiiliing I he reserves, pro- 
vided much larger grants of l.iud than the 
cases warranted. 'I his is first nu;! with 
in tlic l,.-,vor Fniser, and e.xtonds east 
through the Tlionii)Son river country, and 
north again, along the Fraser river, into 
Cariboo. In every instnnco tho aborigines 
liiive secured the very best land in tho 
country, aud wliili-^ looking from a senti- 
uuuital slau(li)oinl, it can be conceded 
that is their heritage, yet, viewing the 
ipiestiou fnuii a pr.'ictical ground, it can- 
not bo denied that tho sovoring of these 
large tracts of laud from purposes of set 
tlement and cultivation, i.i ;it present seri- 
ously interfering with the pr<igress of the 
country, aud this umst be greately iiggra- 
vated in tho near future. The (piory 
naturally arises- Ik)w is tho ditliculty to 
be overeomu i We are not aware whether 
any steps have been bikuii to solve tho 
question. But this much is certain: in a 
very short time the pnddoni will have to 
be workeil out. If tlio Indians were util- 
izing the luiil, ri'uderiug it piuilui^l ive by 
planting crops, or in any way beneliting 
the country by labor, there would be a 
difl'eronL aspect to tho cjisu; but this is not 
so — in tho whole province there are but 
few instances where Indiana have made 
thoir grants of any greater value than be- 
fcU'O the whites invaded the land. In fact, 
on nuiny of the reservat ions there are but 
a hanilful of tho aborigines representing 
tliousands of acres of very valuable land. 
Tho case of tho Siuigish reservation oppo- 
site Victoria nuist .soon be settled. It was 
tho intention in disposing of ibis to Mr. 
Dunsinuir for railw.iy purposes to remove 
tho Indians to a more desirable locality 
and invest the funds received froui its 
gal^ for tiieir beneiit. Lookhig at it in 
everyway this was a fair propoBition. The 
reservation is an oyesoro to Victoria, its 
existuneo haH retarded the growth of the 
city, the presence of llu- luilians has had 
an evil ellecl on the morality of the ciun- 
munity, and they have always beuu a 
menace to itH hoaltlifnhu'.ia. (\utaiuly this 
is one exampla whore ])runii)t action is 
needed ftir the beneflb- of all oonoornod. 
JiOgislation that will empower iho Dtfmin- 
ionffovommn^to uHiUov poition* of 
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the Indian reserves, the nionioB reci ived 
to bo devoted to their interests, ami if 
thera should bo a lapse of claim tlirough 
extermination of any tribe, then the 
nn)ney to revert to the provmco, would 
probably be the most piaotiool method of 
solving the growing evil. However, it 
will reipure careful treatment on tlio part 
of the Dominion government so that the 
dosirablo object of removing a serious em- 
bargo to the progress of the province may 
be atbiined without leading the counlry 
into imposing an unjust measures upon 
tho original occupiers of the land. 

POLITICAL PROMOTIONS. 

The western j)apors are circulating a 
report, says tho Montreal Star, that 
Lieut. -Col. Gray, commanding the To- 
ronto Field Battery, is to be appointed to 
tho command of "0" Battery, B. C. A., 
about to bo organized in British Colum- 
bia. The appointment would be so un- 
just to- the 'present otlicers of the per- 
manent artillery force, that it is difficult 
to believe the report to be true. Col. 
Gray has been a successful volunteer 
ofhcer, and ho was, while a member of 
parliament, a staunch supporter of tho 
government; but these considorations do 
not warrant his being ap|)ointod over the 
heads of all the suboramato oilicers of 
"A" and "B" Batteries who had every 
right to look forward, and iniiloubtedly 
have looked fcu'ward, to the promotions 
whieh the establishment of the new hal- 
tory should require. Should the sug- 
gested appointment be made, the govern- 
ment will be guilty of what cannot be re- 
garded OS anything short of a breach of 
faith. "C" Battery has for several years 
existed on paper as a part of the "Regi- 
ment of Canadian Artillery, " and tho 
olhcers of the two organized batteries 
have h.id every reasonable cause to au- 
ticii)ate promotion iis soon as tho new 
corps sluudd bo really brought into ex- 
istence. As to the i|ualitication3 of the 
l)attery otlicors there can be mi i|uestiiui. 
\Vhile in cpiarters at (.,)uebec aud King- 
ston their etlieiency connuauded the ad- 
miration of every niilitjiry visitor and 
thoir arduous services in the Northwest 
cjimpaign, to the successful teruiiiiation of 
which they contributed more than theii- 
proporti(uuite share, showed them to be 
eiiurtlly capable of performing the sterner 
duties of the soldier. The Minister of 
Militia certainly cainiet have forgotten the 
highly oompliiiiontary manner in which 
Gen. Middleton and Col. Otter referred 
to tho efficiency and gallantry displayed 
in action by Major Short, Captains Peters, 
Drury and Rutherford, Lieut, lliver.s aud 
other mond)ers of tho service detach- 
ments of "A" and "B" Batteries. Those 
rejMjrts alone should he .sutlicient to on- 
sure to the gallant soldiers to whom they 
referred any promotions which might 
oiler. The apjiointnient, if it is made, 
cannot fail of having the oU'eet of dimin- 
ishing tho poi)ularity of the peruianeiit 
service, tending, as it would, to show that 
political inlluenco counts for luore in its 
management than meritorious service and 
devotion to duty. The Minister of Militia 
has several times expressed himself ki'iudy 
interested in niaintjiiiiing tho ellieimicy of 
the permanent corjis, and there is no 
doubt that he is. There appears to be 
nothing in his power better calculated to 
tend to improve tho f<uee than to estab- 
lish onco and f(u- all the manifestly just 
principle of pr(uuotii>u by seniority .'uid 
merit. The presenr is a good op[iort\uiity 
to begin to act on that principle. 

Mk. E. K.wi'KR has been in (Jtlawa f(n' 
some time, and .says he is negotiating 
with the govermneiit for the purchase of 
the Intercolonial railway and the estab- 
lishment of iuuneuse iron works at Pictou, 
N. S., which will give euiiiloynient to 
over 1,000 of the I est (ierman iron work- 
ers and machinists, who will be brought 
to Canada for the piu'iiose of introducing 
the fJernian methods of manufacturing 
iron. He said: "It is the intention of 
the company of which I am tho represen- 
tative to purchase from the government 
the entire line of t: e Intercolonial rail- 
way, as well as the proposed Cape Breton 
extension, if suitable terms can be arrived 
at. I have already had a number of inter 
views with cabinet nunisters in reference 
to the matter, and negotiations are in 
progress for the [)urcliase of tho njad. 
We are confident that in our hands the 
lino would i)Hy very well. If the govern- 
uiont will accede to luir terms we will 
build the proposed bridge across flie St. 
Lawrence river at Quebec, and will jiur- 
chaso the north alujre line froui iHiebccto 
Montreal from the Canadian I'acilic I'.id- 
way. The whole reason why the Inter- 
colonial railway h;i3 never |)ai(l more than 
expensofi is that it is tapped to death by 
sluu-t lines. 'I'ho road will never amount 
to anything unless it is run in conjunction 
with Uie iNIfjntreal and Qunboc Shore line, 
.and this we intend to do. The other jiart 
of our scheme is to open up and opiu-ate 
immense iron works at or near I'ictou, 
N. S. Our company has already spent 
some money in having an examination 
aud report made of tho iron resources of 
Nova Seotiii by a stair of Geruiau engin- 
eers, and their rej>ort, whii-li was present- 
ed to our company, was so llatteriug that 
tlu) couipany deeidiid to open up imnuuise 
iron smelting works near Pictou, provided 
the Canadian government would give us 
protection for a certain number of years 
to enable UH to co])ti with .Amei-iean aiul 
Europiiaii iron uuinufacturcris. If this 
protection can bu obt.aincnl, we will at 
once counuence the construction of im- 
mense iron works near Pictou, and will 
immediately bring from Goriuany 1,000 
skilled iron workers to introduce the Oor- 
nuin methods of working iron into Can- 
ada." Mr. Chaploau has eonllrmed this 
st;itement. He saiil that negotiations are 
going on, but the proposition had not yet 
been considered by the government. 



AUCiTKIN H.AI.KS. 



In view of the present nunitiug of the 
general assond)ly of the Presbyterian 
church at Wiiuiipeg, the following facts 
will not be without interest in connection 
with the general progress of the Presby- 
terian church since tho last union in 1870. 
In the lirst report on statistics that was 
presented to the ariseud.)ly after that 
union was cunsuunualial — that is for the 
ye:u- IKTo-d-tbe nuudjer of ininistei's in 
the body was returned at 67SI. Ton yoara 
after, vii!., in the report presented last 
year to the assembly, the number had 
risen to 7'10. Tho nnie.ber of congrega- 
tions had risen from 7U() to Hll, and of 
lireaching statiiuis froui !,•-'(>,') to l,(i.l.S, 
while tlu) sittings jirovided had iiicri'asiMl 
from 249, ilo;! to ,'580,l!)i). Tho iiumher of 
coiiiniiniiaints had risen from 88,228 to 
127,611, In 1875-6 the stipend promised 
froui all sources was $442,894, while in 
1885 (i it was ,«!()!)0,81!». We have not 
room to give all tlie details about the 
sinus of money uontribnted fiu' diU'erent 
church iiurjioHes sullicient to mention 
that ill 187r)-() the total aiiiouuted t(j 
g!W2,l)71, while in 1886-0 it had risen to 
Si!l,r»4.'),ilO(l. In the ten yoars of union 
from 1875-0 to 1885-6 the total uicomo 
was $13,930,082.

Tho shortest reign was of 
Edward IV, who was King only oloveii 
weeks, from April i)th to June 25111, 
1483, whon he was dethroned by his 
uncle, Duke of Gloster, aftorwtirds Rich- 
ard IIL F. 11.

A gale on April 22nd struck the pearl 
lishing tleet near tbo Dotlroy river, West 
Australia. Many boats wore sunk and 210 
lives wore lost. 

In a great gale on the New Xealaiid 
coast, wliieh prevailed from May 7tli to 
lltli, the shi|) Northumberland was 
wrecked in Najiicu' harbor, and the steam 
launch Roonnin was eapai/ed and four 
nion were drowned. The schuonors Julia 
Pryco and Reward and the steamors 
Waitaki and Lallah Rookh wore sunk.
